And your Committee having been attended by Mr. Chamberluiu, he hath laid before 
us the following State of the City's Revenue, which upon Examination, appears to be juſt, 
and therefore have laid che fame before this Court. 

Your Committee beg Leave to obſerve, that the large Expences of che Courts of Con- 
Jervacy, are very much owing to the great Quantities of French and other Wines, 
charged at large at exceſhve Prices, and ſeveral other Sums of Money charged on Ac- 
count of the ſaid Courts of Conſervary, which your Committee are of Opinion, may 
(conſiſteunt with the Honour of this City) be Regulated and Retrenched, as alſo ſome 
Charges which feem very Extravagant, in the Account of the Water Bailif, great part 
of which, as your Committee Apprehend, may be fſ{aved and prevented, by proper 
Renu/arions, to be made by Mr. Water Bailif's future Conduct and Behaviour in his 
Office ; and as a Specimen of ſome of thoſe Expences, your Committee have annexed 
a of each Officers Demand tor One Year, whereby the Courc may Judge of the 
Annual Expence. 

You! Commictee beg Leave further to Obſerve, that the Hall-keeper's Bill, conſiſts 


of Ares which amount to a very large Sam of Money Yearly, two of which they beg 
Leare lay before the Court, viz. there is charged for Candles for Guildhall, from 
Michaehniys (738, to Michaelmas 1739, to L. 162 2 6

And your Committee are of Opinion, that large Sums of Money might be ſaved to 
this City, were the Billetting and Candles to be furniſned by a Contract, to be an- 
nually made for the fame, or if Coals were to be Burnt inftead of ſuch Billetting. 

And your Committee beg Leave likewiſe to Obſerve, that moſt, or all of the Bills 


laid before them conſiſt of Articles, many of which are Superfluous, and others 
very Exorbitant, but how, and in what Manner, the fame may be Regulated or Re- 


duced for the Future, we ſubmit co the Judgment of this Honourable Court, this 
ioth of February 1741. |
